He has made all such things 
for the comfort and happiness of man, 

et he feeds and provides for their 

appiness also, and if we cannot add 
to or promote their pleasure we should 
not be the instruments for their tor- 
ture or wanton destruction. When, 
therefore, we see the birds of our 
trees flying from one part of the city 
to another, or seeking refuge in the 
suburban woods from the stones and 
shots of the boys, or when we view 
them lying on the pathway with bro- 
ken leg or wing or wounds unto 
death, we ask ourself the question if 
we are not great losers by withhold- 
ing from them that protection which 
our municipal laws throw around ev- 
ery other living thiug. The ferocious 
and dangerous bull-dog, so long as he 
behaves himself, ig.cseeure in his 
rights, and no hand dare -molest. his 
dogship without punishment by the 
law, butthe innocent and sweet song- 
sters of our groves are posted and set 
upon as if they were foes whom it 
were necessary to destroy or drive 
back to the forests around our city. 
And by thus driving or destroying 
do we not lose the benefit of that de- 
struction of minute insect life so hurt- 
ful to our gardens, and which aresuech 
pests to our repose during the wateh- 
es of the night. Do we not also love 
that melody of song which awakens 
us in the morning beneath our win- 
dows, or amidst the evergreen trees 
that give thema home and protec- 
tion so long as they are not seen. 
But a few days agoa mocking-bird 
of sweetest song would push in the 
branches of an old elm tree daily and 
trill forth the most ravishing notes 
that ever greeted mortal ears. What 
a delight it was to me in my old age 
to sit and listen and drink in such 
musie as warbled perhaps in the 
groves of Paradise! And but for rocks 
and stones I would be enjoying it 
still, but my bird and music are gone. 
On the Continent of Europe, the Is- 
land of Great Britain, the New Eug- 
land States—yea, nearly all civilized 
i pe birds. Go to the 
parks of the world and you will find 
them enjoying life and the protection 
ofthe law, No hand dare harm or 
destroy, and shall they not dwell in 
our cily among our groves and the 
publie squares that have been set 
apart for the pleasure and recreation 
of our citizens. We hope so, and 
while not wishing to deny the boys 
any harmless or innocent pleasure, 
allow me to put in my plea for tbe 
birds of our city and ask for them 
piotection by the proper authorities.
